Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—{Special.]— 
Poth the department of state and the depart- 
ment of justice have taken steps to Investi- 
gate the complete breakdown of peonage 
prosecutions in Mississippi. 

Beveral indictments were secured in the 
erly stages of the investigation, but since 
then Mississippi grand juries have declined 
to consider any cases of this kind to the ex- 

tent of returning true bills. 

The state department already has heard 
from the Italian government and the 
chances are that in the near future tmmi- 
grants from thet country will be warned not 
to go to the southern states until the present 
labor conditions there are materially altered. 

This ts an extremely unfortunate thing. 
The Italian government hae held off as long 
u possible on the promise of the department 
of justice through the department of state 
that the peonage prosecutions would be vig- 
orously pushed, and in the meanwhile an ap- 
peal would be made to congress to pase & 
statute by which the federal authorities 
would be permitted top intervene in all murder 
and other serious cases in which the treaty 
rights of foreigners were involved. 


Aliens to Be Warned of Peril. 


The complete failure of the peonage.prose- 
tutions has taken away the last plea on which 
the Italian government could be asked to 


deter its warning proclamation advising its 


emigrants to keep out of the southern states. 
It might possibly come about that they 
would be refused passports when sailing to 


any other port except New York, Philadel- 


pla, Baltimore, and Boston. 

All this is extremely unfortunate for the 
south. The movement to divert the stream of 
European immigration from the New York 
sweatshops and tenements to the southern 
cotton fields and lumber camps seemed to be, 
to those who were behind it, an excellent 
means of killing two birds with one stone. 

In the first place, it would get the Italians 
out of the tenement districts of New York 
and Boston, where they herd together in an 
uifortunate manner for many years and are 
estmely slow in understanding American 

tions.

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COMING TO AGREE

Ten Members of the American 
Bankers’ Currency Commis- 
sion Meet in Chicago 
This Morning. 


FOWLER BILL AS MODEL. 


Expected Today Will Suffice for 
Settling on Changes for 
Recommendation to 
Congress. 


The spirit of compromise and conciliation 


—to the end that some advance may be made. 


toward improvements in the nation’s cur- 
rency system—will be the keynote of the con- 
ference of the currency commission of the 
American Bankers’ association, which will 
be held at the Commercial National bank 
today, beginning at 10 o’clock. Already the 
views and desires of the majority of the 
members of the commission are known, and 
the work of the commission in making any 
changes in the last year’s Fowler bill for 
presentation in the present session of con- 
gress probably will be completed in a single 
day's session. 


According to the éariiest arrivals for the 


conference, the action bids fair to be as har- 
monious and unanimous as that of the con- 
ference of a year ago, when the American 
Bankers’ bill, later incorporated in the 
Fowler bill which was presented in congress, 
was accepted unanimously and recommend- 
ed for enactment. The outcome of the con- 
ference probably will be the redrafting of 
the old Fowler bill with several minor 
changes suggested by the provisions of the 
Aldrich and other proposed currency meas - 
ures. 

The Fowler bill in general is declared to 
meet the approval of bankers throughout the 
country. 


Ten Members to Be Present. 

The first members of the commission to ar- 
rive in Chicago were Frederick E. Farne- 
worth of New York, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ association, and Robert Ward- 


Top, president of the People’s National bank 


of Pittsburg. Mr. Farnsworth and Mr. 
Wardrop arrived at the Auditorium Annex 
in the evening and installed themselves in 
the quarters which have been reserved for 
members of the commission. The other 
members will arrive this morning and will 
proceed at once to the work in hand. 

Ten of the fifteen members of the com- 
mission will attend the comference. The out 
of town members present besides Mr. Farne 
worth and Mr. Wardrop will be:

Expect Prompt Agreement. 

Mr. Farnsworth and Mr. Wardrop both 
forecast the outcome of the conference today. 
They think that the sentiment already ex- 
pressed by bankers in favor of the Fowler 
bill will result in agreement on a measure 
which, although it probably will exhibit a 
number of compromise features, will more 
closely resemble the Fowler bill than the 
measure proposed by Senator n and 
others. 

“PB believe the work of the conférence will 
proceed rapidly and with little obstruction, 
for all of us seem to have about the same 
ideas of the currency legislation needed.“ 
said Mr. Farnsworth. ‘‘ We probably will 
complete the work of the conference within 
the day and the outcome is pretty sure to be 
measure similar to the old Fowler bill 
which seems to meet with almost universal 
approval. I doubt if the proposals in the 
present Aldrich bill will prove acceptable 
to the members of the commission, and, al- 
though some features in it may be considered, 
it is likely that the bill which will be drafted 
will bear little resemblanee to that proposed 
by Senator Aldrich.“ 

Mr. Wardrop was more outspoken in his 
opinion of the Aldrich bill and did not hesi- 
tate to declare that it won little favor with 
him and with bankers in his section of the 
country. 

Aldrich Plan Out of Date. 

1 The Aldrich bill is nothing more than an 
extension of the existent bond secured cur- 
rency and such a move would de a great 
mistake, said he. The bond secured cur- 
rency served its purpose during war time, Dut 
the present needs of the country have out- 
grown it and it should be relegated to the 
past. I cannot see that it would add to the 
elasticity of the currency, and greater ela- 
ticity is the one great thing which is being 
aimed at in all proposed * in the cur- 
rency. 

“The Aldrich measure proposes a curren- 
cy secured by a certain class of bonds which 
might be obtainable in New York among the 
great financial houses, but which would be 
difficult to obtain in the smaller cities and 
well nigh impossible by the banks of the 
small towns of the west and south. Then, too, 
the banks are not going to purchase this Class 
of bonds at par or at a premium for the privi- 
lege of issuing bank credit notes to the 
amount of 75 per cent of the vaiue of the 
bonds. I also can conceive that the demand 
for this class of bonds for the purpose ur 
securing note issues might lead fo fluctuation 
in their price and a consequent unwiilling- 
ness of banks to invest. 


Greater Elasticity Needed. 

“What we most need is greater elasticity 
of the currency and greater facilities tor 
redemption throughout the country. There 
should be a number of redemption banks to 
which banks could send their bank notes and 
convert them on twenty-four hours’ notice. 
At present the only place of redemption is 
at Washington, and the process of redemp- 
tion is so slow that it defeats the purpose for 
which it was created, and banks wouid 
rather try to put out their notes into circu- 
lation than wait upon the redemption process. 
Convenient central redemption stations 
would enable the banks to build up their re-

Neil & Higgins Company Burns. 


BUILDING IS B. A. ECKHARJ’S 


Reid, Murdoch & Co.’s Concern Nar- 
rowly Escapes Destruction Also. 


Fire which started late last night in the 
six story building at 19 to 28 Market street, 
occupied by the wholesale grocery of the 
McNeil & Higgins company, caused $600,000 
damage, besides injuring several firemen 
and causing 4 scare in a hotel. 

The flames endangered adjoining property 
in the wholesale district and for a time 
threatened to attack the large new builéing 
at Lake and Market streets, occupied by the 
wholesale grocery firm of Reid, Murdoch & 
Co. This building was separated from the 
burning stfucture only by a fifteen foot alley. 

Guests of the New York hause, at 229 
Randolph street, were ordered out of the 
building soon after the fire was discovered, 
More than 150 of them were forced into the 
street, where they shivered in the cold while 
the flames were spreading.

some avoidable, others unavoldabie. The 
presence of unprotected radiators in rooms 
occupied by epileptic children caused many 
of the accidents and appeared to be inex- 


' cusable. 


By the throwing open of the records it was 
revealed that one death which occurred at 
the home last summer was the result of plain 
cdrelessness. It was an appalling occurrence 
—nothing less than the scalding of an in- 
mate, Minnie Steritz, in a bathtub of water 
so hot that it caused her death within a week. 


One Careless Nurse Discharged. 

Inquiry at the time by Dr. H. G. Harat, 
the superintendent, led to the discovery that 
another inmate had been permitted by Miss 
Bertha Griffin, an attendant, to bathe the 
Steritz child. For granting this permission 
Miss Griffin was held guilty of carelessness 
and poor judgment. She was discharged at 
once. 

A full account of this incident was incor- 
porated in the report submitted to the legis- 
lative committee at the session in the Lin- 
coln courthouse this afternoon. The report 
was signed by Dr. Hardt and fecretary W. 
c. Graves ot thegtate board of charities. 

The reports contained the detailed accounts 
of 157 accidents at the asylum during the 
administration of Dr. Hardt, who succeeded 
Dr. Taylor, Gov. Yates’ appointee, Feb. 28, 
1907. In reply to a question by Representa- 
tive Manny as to whether there was any 
knowledge of the number of accidents during 
the long administration of Supt. Taylor, Dr. 
Hardt said that nobody seemed to know, 
as no reports of any sort were left behind 


by Dr. Taylor. P

Truck 0, with headquarters at Washington 
street and Michigan avenue, responding 7 
the second alarm at 11 oelock, collided with 
a Cottage Grove avenue car at Washington 
street and Wabash avenue.

Some 
of the men were partly overcome by the 
smoke, but managed to reach the street in 
safety. 

Members of company 40 entered*the bulld- | 
ing by means of a fire escape, but also were 
forced to retreat. For a time after they 
had passed the wall of gnoke they were be- 
lieved to have been overcome, but soon re- 
appeared and reached the street in safety. 


Elevated Trains Stopped. 

Traffic was tied up for some time on the 
Chicago and Oak Park elevated railroad, as 
firemen used the structuré as a point from 
which they could play several streams of 
water on the fire. Many leads of hose were 
carried to roofs of buildings on all sides, 
principally to the ten story building of Reid, 
Murdoch & Co., and the seven story new 
building at 50 Franklin street, occupied by 
Parke, Davis & Co. 

Before the flames could be checked a num- 
ber of large buildings were threatened ond 
brands falling on a two story brick building 
at 2% Franklin street set it on fire. This 
structure is occupied on the first floor by 
John Byrnes as a saloon and on the second 
floor by the Banner Supply company, ma- 
chinery supplies.

Member of Walsh Staff Remalns 
in Deep Seclusion as “‘Shoot- 
0 er Lea ves Town. 


Mrs. Beatrice Thomas Metcalf, who shot 
three holes in the classic marble of the fed- 
eral building just outside the Walsh court- 
room .thé other day in an attempt to kill At- 
torney Samuel R. Hamill, was released on 
hail at 10:0 o'clock last night by United 
States Commissioner Mark A. Foote. 

Harry Burgess, negro porter at the Hof- 
brau, went on the women’s bond for $1,000. 
He scheduled $6,000 worth of real estate, 
mostly his residence property at 6612 Langley 
avenue. 

I didn’t make all that money here, boss,’ 
he said a little later as he opened the door of 
the café where he was on duty, wearing a 
uniform coat. I used to work at Kinsley’s 
when times were better.” 0 

He didn’t know Mrs. ‘Metcalf. he said, but 
went on her surety at the request. of Adolph 
Marks, her attorney. 


Brother-in-Law. Lecks Good to Her. 

Mrs. Metéalf, immediately. after her re- 
lease, threw her arms around her brother-in- 
law, Edward H. Miller of Indianapol's, who 
also signed the bond, and sobbed: 

My dear. dear brother. you gg nies 
what I've suffered. — 

Mr. Miller, who is the Indiane agent fora 
chemical house. took her away to Indian- 
a polls an the next train. and: promised. to 
watch. her closely so-she couldn't take an- 
otter shot at Hamill. 

Hamill was not at the train to see her off.

“I don’t know nearly as much about this 
ease as the newspapers,“ he said. I know 
my sister-in-law has had something on hér 
mind for a long time, but she has been reti- 
cent about it.

Hamill’s Friends Present. 
Several of Hamill's lawyer friends, all

Attorney L. E. Hart. representing Hamill, 
said as he watched the automobile drive off: 

Mr. Hamill expects to appear against 
this woman as he said he would. He believes 
she should be in prison or in an insane asy- 
lum, considering that she is a dangerous 
character.“ 

Mre. Metcalf and her attorney do not much 
fear that Hamill ever will appear against the 
woman, they said. \ 


SCHOOL ‘CLASS LINE’ FAVORED 
AND RIDICULED AT MEETING. 


Suggestion Made by Teacher's Husband 


Meets Opposition at Hamilton Park 
Improvement Association Gathering. 


A suggestion that a class line should be 
Grawn between the school children of the 
so-called “silk stocking’’ community of 
Engiewood and the perhaps less pretentious 
division known as Englewood-on-the- ill 
caused a mild sensation last night in the 
meeting in the Hamilton park field house. 
The meeting had been called by the Hamilton 
Park Improvement association to promote 
the cause of establishing a high school in 
the Chicago Normal college. 

John A, Watson, formerly attorney forthe 
town of Lake, started the class distinction“ 
controversy. After several speakers, among 
them Henry W. Thurston of the Juvenile 
court, had ridiculed such an idea, the matter 
was dropped. 

“I think the need of a high school here and 
one in the district just west should not be 
confused, said Mr. Watson. There is con- 
siderable difference in the personnel of the 
children of that district and those of- this 
community“ 

At this Mr. Thurston arose and sgid: 

We are too democratic a people to lay 
down any such class lines. I live in Engie- 
wood, but those children in the district west 
of here are just as good as our children 

Resolutions were adopted recommending 
that the new high school project be carried 
before the school management committee of 
the board of education. 

The resolutions.set forth thet little expense 
would be incurred in the establishment of the 
proposed high school, as there-is sufficient 
space in the Normal building. .

Some Specimen Accidents. 

Following are specimen reports of Dr. 
Hardt to Secretary Graves of the state char- 
itable board, which Mr. Graves incorporated 
iu bis report to the committee: 

„May 8, 1907.—Dear Sir: I desire to inform 
you regarding an accident we had here yes- 
terday afternoon. It seems while one of 
the nurses was at dinner a Miss Bertha 


Griffin apparently permitted another patient | 


to bathe a Minnie Stéritz, also a patient. re- 
sulting in a severe scalding of the lower ex- 
tremities of Minnie Steritz. No report was 
made of it until the other nurse returned 
from dinner and discovered the accident. 
The nurse was discharged. The burn is a 
seyere one. Every attention is being paid to 
the child.“ [Minnie Steritz died May 10}. 
Aug. 23, 1907.—I desire to inform you that 


at about 3:20 p. m. on Aug. 28, Walter Kaak. 


an inmate, while assisting at work in the 
laurdry, playfully put his right hand in a 
perfectly empty extractor which was re- 
volving at about 900 revolutions per minute. 
This evidentiy was intricated by a few 
articles of, clothing, causing a tremendous 
twist of the right arm, producing an ampu- 
tation almost complete of the right arm close 
at the shoulder. There was no one near him 
at the time of the accident and it was clearly 
carelessness. He is one of the brightest chil- 
dren. in the institution and we are sorry, in- 
deed, that this accident should occur. He 
was taken to the St. Clara's hospital in town 
and was attended by Dr. Ewing. Dr. Hook of 
the hospital staff being present.“ 

Dec. 24, 1907 Frank Giroux was badly 
burned during an epileptic seizure, by fall- 
ing on the radiator, and lying there. A place 
the size of a man’s fist was burned, including 
the left side of the neck, and under the chin. 
This burn involved the true skin and nearly 
the whole substance of the cartilage of the 
ear. The fingers on both hands were badly 
blistered.”’ 

Dee. . 25, 190T—~Kate Foreman fell down- 
stairs during an epileptic spasm, cutting a 
deep and jagged gash over the left eye. 
Twelve stitches were taken.“ 


Hardt on Witness Stand. 

The committee had Dr. Hardt before. it 
for two hours. He gave frank, straigntfor- 
ward answers to all their questions, appear- 
ing to be anxious to give the investigators al! 
the information in his eon. He was a 
sworn witness. 

He said he greduated from Kush Medical 
college in 1600. after working. nights to pay 
his way through college, that he had been 
six years in Jacksonville usyium as assistant 
physician, and that he alse had been assistant 
physician in the Bigs asylum and at Kanka- 


kee. 

“There were lots of roasting accidents 
from radiators before your time. What have 
you done to get the radiators covered ?“ he 
was asked. 

** Everything possible is being dene to rush 
the work of covering the radiators. The 
trustees have ordered that all be covered, 
and no time is lost in going about it. Per- 
sonally I favor covering every radiator in 
the five buildings—not only those in the 
epileptic building, but in the others as well.“ 

Dr. Hardt was questioned closely by Chair- 
man Hill and Representatives Hope and 
Manny in regard to his own duties. He said 
that he made it a point” to give his per- 
sonal attention every day to the spécial needs 
or shortcomings of one building at least, 
in addition to his work as general superin- 
tendent of the five big buildings in the insti- 
tution. 

He explained that he held the three agsist- 
ant physicians—Dr. J. Caldwell, Dr. Har- 
riet Hook, and Dr. Carl Rochow—to strict ac- 
count for the medical work, and that only 
in cases of urgency or extreme gravity was 
he able ta give the time to make a personal 
diagnosis or prognosis of the accidents to any 
of the inmates. Phis work, he pointed out. 
was not in the customary line of duty of a 
alain of an asylum.

I made it my aim to 
eliminate neglect and cause all the employés 
to do their full duty. Children are better 
clothed, better fed, spend more time out of 
doors and have more and better schooling.“ 

It was discovered by the committee that 
Katie Bass, an epileptic, fell last Sunday on 
a radiator and that she sustained burns sim- 
ilar to those of the Giroux boy, though not 
so serious. 4 


Half of Radiators Uncovered. 


Giving their impressiors of what they saw 
at the institution, the members of the com- 
mittee found fault with the administration 
for failure to cover the radiators, especially 
in the wards of the epileptics. It was ex- 
plained that the reason so many radiators 
were found, uncovered—more than half of 
them, it is said—-was because of repaira to 
the steam plant. 

It is understood that two employés, Theo 
Troft and J. Lovell, have sent word to 
Representatives Hill and Hope that they will 
testify the radiators were covered during 
the administration of Dr. Taylor. 

It also was announced by members of the 
committee that it would be shown before the 
Inquiry ends that at least one—and possibly 
two—of the physicians in the institut ton are 
addicted to the use of drugs and have be- 
come known as dope fiends.’ 

The committee adjcurned subject to the 
call of Chairman Hill. It was announced 
afterward by Mr. Hill that the next session 
of the committee probably will take place 
next Wednesday in Springfield. 


Tells of Old Conditions. 


In the letter to Secretary Graves re- 
ferred to by Dr. -Hardt he ccntrasted 
the’ state’ of things as he found them 
with the improved conditions: which, he as- 
serts, he has labored during the last eleven 
months to bring about. 

He told of tinding ** spooning rooms,“ where 

young men from this town and the surround- 
ing country were wont to spend the ever- 
ings tn the company of the women attendants 
and teachers, while at the same time badies 
were chained and padlocked in cribs and 
in two instances it was found that children 
had been „ tettered with dog chains to the 
floor.“ The doctor says: 
Following are extracts from Dr. Hardt's 
letter in which he informed Secretary Graves 
of the aftermath of his discoveries relative 
to the Tayler régime: ‘ 

‘When I first went to the asylum I made 
the rounds of the institution. The operating 
room at the infirmary was used for a con- 
servatory for flowers, and the adjoining med- 
icine room had a piano. in it and was called 


the ‘ spooning room.’ 


Children Locked in Cribs. 

In passing through the dormitories I dis- 
covered six Utica cribs In use, in one of 
which, at the giris’ cottage. there was a 
small, delicate looking child locked. Be- 
sides being locked in the crib she was fast- 
ened by an inch and a half wide strap joined 
by a padlock. When the temporary night 
watch was asked to unlock the crib she 
stated that she did not have the key nor 
could she find the key, nor did sie remember 
of ever seeing a key. 

„ do not know the length ot time this 
delicate little child had spent in this home 
of torture. I liberated the child by eutting 
the strap with a pocket knife and had the 
hasp of the padlock broken with a hammer. 

At this writing there is no cribin use. At 
the time when de cribs were ordered dis- 
posed of the attendants in charge complained 
bitterly, stating that they would be unableto 
take care of the children without the cribs, 
but I am pleased to say that the children 
are healthier and less resistive gut of the 
cribs.

MICHIGAN: UNIVERSITY WINS 
TWO COLLEGIATE: DEBATES. 


Defeats Northwestern at Ann Arbor and 
Chicago University at Mandel, .Get- 
ting Unanimous Votes from Judges. 


Debaters of the Unty ersity of Michigan 
won two victories from Chicago last night— 
one at Mandel Hall, Chicago, over the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and one at University 
hall, Ann Arbor, over Northwestern univer- 
sity. Michigan received the unanimous vote 
of the judges in each instance. 

The question in each debate was the same: 
„ Resolved, that all corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce should be required to 
take out a federal charter on such terms as 
congress shall by law prescribe, constitution- 
ality conceded.”’ 

The Michigan. representatives in Chicago, 
who upheld the negative of the question were 
M. L. Burroughs, George Eves, and S. J. 
Wettrick: The Chicago university team was 
composed of John I. Liver, James P. Pope, 
and Thomas H. Sancerson. 

The judges included Judge Seaman of the 
United States Circuit court, Justice Marshall 
of the Supreme court of Wisconsin, and Jus- 
tice Gillette of the Supreme court of Indiana. 
Prof. Floyd R. Mecham of the University of 
Chicago Law school presided. 

At Ann Arbor the winning Michigan de- 
baters, who had the affirmative of the ques- 
tion, were John E. Winne, Parrysville, Pa.; 
Henry G. Kpeller. Belle Plaine, Ia.; Earl G. 
Fuller, Nottawa, Mich, 

The losers from Northwestérn university 
were George F. Falley, Evanston, III.; Ed- 
ward B. Roberts, Coshocton, O.; and Lloyd J. 
Whiteside, Pittsburg, Pa. 


LONG LEGAL CONTEST OVER 
BOILER CONTRACT RESUMED. 


If Plaintiff Wins, $85,000 Paid Out 
for Work Must Be Returned to the 
City Treasury. 7 


A legal contest, begun in 1903. over the 
contract for building the boilers of the Four- 
teenth street water pumping station, was 
resumed yesterday in Judge Carpenter’s 
court. If the plain tte wins the sum of $85,000 
paid out for that work will be returned to te 
city treasurer. 

The contract was awarded to S. Freeman & 

Sons Manufacturing company of Racine, 
Wis., and before it was signed Joseph Mohr 
of John Mohr & Sons, 32 lilinois street, an- 
other bidder, applied to Judge E. O. Brown 
for an, injunction. The bill was dismissed, 
and while the appeals were pending the work 
was rushed and payments amounting to 
$85,000 were made upon it. 
The Appellate court granted the injunction 
on various grounds, among them that the 
Freeman ‘company, after the estimates were 
opened, was’ permitted to change its time 
limit. The Supreme court affirmed the Ap- 
pellate court’s action. 

Mohr then filed a siipplementa! bill de- 
manding that the money paid out be refund- 
ed to the city. The Freeman company, rep- 
resented by John Barton Payne, contended 
that it was entitled not only td what it has 
received but to $9,500 still due on the work. 
The hearing was continued until Tuesday.

His recovery is considered 
doubtful, and if he does survive it will be 
with the sight of both eyes lost. John 
Jurich, the laborer whose shot opened the 
battle, and John Derith, boarding hose of the 
camp where the Hungarians were quartered, 
are in jail, and in case Miller dies will be pros- 
ecuted, the one for murder, the other for ae- 
sault with intent to kill. 

The policeman who fired the shot that killed 
Michael Meokovitch is said by the investi- 
gators to be Sergeant Catey, but many think 
it will be difficult to prove just who did fire 
any particular shot. 

The agitation for prosecution of the police 
was started by Stanley Sulentich, who does 
a large insurance business in Gary. He is 
an educated Hungarian, a graduate of a 
Duropean university, and has constituted 
himself the protector of his countrymen, who, 
he thinks, are persecuted and often killed in 
this country because of their ignorance of the 
laws and of their rights. He explains the 
initial firing on the police party by saying 
that the Hungarians did not know who the 
visitors were, and thought they werea gang 
of *“‘bums’’ by which they frequent/y had

GIRL HURT AT 
CORONER CAN’T FIX BLAME. 


Emma Placky Fatally Injured by Being 
Pushed Into a Hole by Some Other 
Pupil of Tilden School. 


Emma Placky, a pupil at the Tilden school, 
who was alleged to have been pushed into a 
hole by a schoolmate a week ago, died yes- 
terday at the Robert Burns hospital from 
septic pericarditis due to a sprained ankle. 

A coroner’s jury did not hold any one re- 
sponsible for the girl's death, as the evidence 
submitted failed to show what person pushed 
her into the hole, causing the injury.

Hundreds of the men who have been bunk- 
ing at the municipal lodging house, at Tue 
TRIBUNE emergency lodging house at 69 
Canal street, or at the Salvation army quar- 
ters spent the night in camps cut in the ice 
felds and today will start in on employment 
at reaping the harvest of winter. 

Four hundred men, preyiously unemployed, 
were sent out of the city during the day to 
various ice cutting plants. This number, 
added to 400 sent out for a similar purpose 
the day before, made a big vacancy in the 
ranks of applicants for relief.

POPE’S ILLNESS NOT SEVERE; 
RUMORS ARE EXAGGERATED. 


Attending Physician Declares That His 
Holiness Is Suffering Only from an 
Attack of the Gout. 


ROME, Jan. 17.—Various alarming rumors 
were circulated today regarding the health 
of Pope Pius. They were to the effect that 
his holiness had suffered a stroke of apo- 
plexy, that he had had a bad fainting spell 
and that the disease of the heart from which 
he suffers had suddenly grown worse. 

All were greatly exaggerated, however, 
as the pope is only again suffering from the 
gout, The attack began last night and by 
morning had become so acute that by the 
advice of his physician, Dr. Petacci, his holi- 
ness postponed all the audiences that had 
been arranged for today and tomorrow, 
though he insisted that he would receive 
Cardinal Merry del Val, the papal secretary 
of state, and other officials for the conduct 
of the ordinary business affairs of the vati- 
can. 

Dr. Petacci does not attach much impor- 
tance to the present seizure. He attributes 
it to the advanced age of the pontiff and to his 
refusal to comply with the physician's orders 
both as to work and to diet. 

His hpliness, Dr. Petacci declares, says it 
is impossible to change his habits, even to 
the extent of taking a small glass of wine 
with his meals. The doctor says, however, 
tut a few days of rest and of dieting will 
be sufficient to restore the pope’s health, as 
aside from the gout he is in perfect condi- 
tion. 


KAISER KNIGHTS BLACK EAGLES 


Emperor William, Grand Master of Or- 
der, Installs New Members 
with Own Hands. 


BERLIN, Jan. 17.—- Emperor William, as 
grand master of the Prussian order of the 
Black Eagle, presided today at the inves- 
titure ceremonies of new knights of the order. 
These were Duke Robert of Würtemberg, 
Gen. Baron von Der Goltz, commander of 
the army corps at Koenigsburg; admiral von 
Tirpitz. secretary of the admiralty; baron von 
Rheinaben, Prussian minister of state and 
finance; Baron Marschall von Bieberstein, 
who represented Germany at the second 
Hague peace conference, and General von 
Stuenzner. 

The ceremonial. gorgeous and medieval. 
took place in the chapel of the order, a small 
but beautiful apartment of the royal castle 
at Berlin. Each new knight knelt in turn 
before the emperor, who stood upon a dais in 
the chapel, and was struck three times lightly 
across the back with the sword in the hand of 
his majesty, who at the same time pro- 
nounced him a Knight of the order. 

When this ceremony is bestowed upon a 
commoner it’ carries with it hereditary no- 

jlity. The men invested today are all of 
noble birth. 


EMPEROR’S AID TO STOESSEL. 


Representative Sent by Nicholas Makes 
Court Martial Give Accused Gen- 
eral Better Hearing. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 17.—Lieut. Gen. 
Stoessel has sent a protest direct to Emperor 
Nicholas against the exclusion of witnesses 
for the defense, and other alleged discrim- 
inations by the court martial which is trying 
him on the charge of having surrendered Port 
Arthur to the Japanese. 

As a result of this action, Gen. Stroukoff, 
Emperor Nicholas’ personal aid de camp, to- 
day took a seat upon the bench in court for 
the purpose of furnishing a report direct to 
the emperor. It was noticeable that the 
judges showed the defense greater consid- 
eration than heretofore. 

Encouraged by the presence of Gen. Strouk- 
off, Gen. Stoessel protested sharply against 
the insinuations made by Gen. Smirnoff, to 
whom the court has permitted considerable 
latitude during the trial, saying this officer, 
instead of remaining a co-defendant, had 
become an assistant judge advocate. 

The witnesses heard today were Stoessel's, 
and their testimony was favorable to him.

Police Gentle as Possible. 

The police acted throughout in the gentlest 
possible manner. This was borne out by one 
of the disturbers. She said: 

“The police were nice. Théy asked me if 
any of us had been hurt, and hoped not.“ 

The arrival of Herbert Asquith, chancellor 
of the exchequer, was the signal of the suf- 
fragettes’ raid. The moment he alighted 
from his carriage there was a combined rush 
for him, but a flank movement was neatly 
executed by the police, and it averted the 
minister’s peril. 

After the raid the suffragettes who were ar- 
rested were hrought up to the Bow street po- 
lice court, and the sequel of the most sensa- 
tional feat the suffragettes have yet carried 
out was that the magistrate ordered them 
bound over to keep the peace for six months 
or go to prison for three weeks. 

They all elected to go to prison. 


RAIN MARS ECLIPSE VIEWS. 


Americans Who Went to South Sea Is- 
lands for Observations Meet 
Big Obstacles. 


AUCKLAND, N. Z., Jan. 17.—The observa- 
tion at Flint island on Dec. 3 of the eclipse 
of the sun by a number of American scien- 
tists headed by W. L. Campbell, director of 
the Lick observatory, was only partially suc- 
cessful, owing to rain. 

The American Observers report that the 
rain cleared gradually during the first half 
of the total phase and that the weather was 
clear during the last half. The instruments 


were wet, but they worked perfectly and the 


results then attained were a success. 

The Samoan observers, with a bolometer, 
measured the heat of the corona with grati- 
fying success. The form of the corona was 
about the same as that observed in India 


in 1898. 


EVEN STOLE TORPEDO BOATS. 


Russian Officials at Vladivostok Also 
Charged with Stealing Many 
Tons of Coal. 7 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TrMRUN x.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 17.—A private 
communication from an official source at 
Viadivostok says the wholesale arrests of 
officials that are being made there is due to 
systematized jobbery and peculation that is 
rampant in all ranks and branches of the 
public service. It had assumed the form of 
wholesale plunder, for which the revolution- 
ists were blamed. The arsenal and dock 
yards were pillaged and torpedo boats disap- 
peared piecemeal, till only the empty hulls 
were left. Many thousand tons of coal were 
stolen. Gross and flagrant robbery was prac- 
ticed everywhere under the thinnest of dis- 
guises. 


FRENCH TAKE MOORISH CHIEF. 


Gen. d’Amande’s Men Reported to Have 
Captured Caid Duldel Hadjhamon, 
Who Caused Casablanca Riots. 


TANGIER, Jan. 17.—A messenger from 
Casbiah Der Rachid says that a squadron of 
Gen. d’Amande’s column captured the pow- 
erful Caid Duldel Hadjhamon, the principal 
instigator of the massacre at Casablanca. It 
is believed his capture will have a material 
effect in checking the war sentiments of the 
tribesmen. 

Reports from Fez say pillaging has begun 
there. The consulates are guarded. 


France Sends More Troops. 
AVIGNON, France, Jan. 17.—A detachment 
of the Seventh regiment has been ordered 
to Morocco.

New York, Jan: 17.—[{Special.]—A crowd 
that filled the main auditorium of the Grand 
to the bursting point gath- 
ered tonight to attend a demonstration given 
to Winam D. Haywood, secretary of the 
Western Federation of Miners by the so- 
cialists. ;

Haywood Scores Nearly Everything 

When Haywood took the floor he could not 
get a chance to speak for ten minutes, owing 
to the applause and cheering. The capital- 
ists, the bankers, President Roosevelt, the 
army and navy, all came in for a share of 
Haywood's disapproval and the coming of 
universal socialism wae predicted. 

Haywood began by saying he would never 

forget that he owed his life and liberty to 
the working people. What they had accom- 
plished for him and his companions in prison 
they could accomplish for themselves. He 
mentioned former Gov; Steunenberg of Idaho 
once, but did not refer to his assassination. 
His reference to him was when he came to 
the time the troops were called for. He de- 
nounced the Citizens’ Industrial alliance, 
which, he said, reached out to destroy the 
unions of every craft and organization. 
I believe in some of the things the cap- 
italists do,“ he said. *‘ We could follow their 
example in organizing. I could show you 
how the working classes can establish an 
industrial republic. 


Admires Edward H. Harriman. 

As to the railroad truete, they are work- 
ing for use now. I must say I admire Mr. 
Harriman. Through him eight people control 
the principal railroads. This will make it 
easier for eighty million to control them. 
When I say controlled I mean managed by 
the people collectively and democratically.”’ 

Haywood said the undesirabid citizen ”’ 
letter had brought more persecution to him 
and his fellow prisoners than anything else 
that had been done. 

An honest great man would never attack 
a man behind his back whose hands were 
tled,“ he said. “ The president of a great 
republic could get more useful work to do. 
This covert attack would have done more 
harm if it had not been for the working class, 
which stood by me.“ 

He referred to Mr. Taft as Willie Taft, 
the president’s messenger boy,“ and had a 
crow to pluck with him, too. Then he went 
for the Pinkerton men, and said the souls of 
a thousand Pinkerton detectives would not 
fill the inside of a hair, 

“As to policemen and soldiers, he said, 
glancing at some of the policemen in the 
hall, “ a policeman is a pimple, and a soldier 
a boil on the body politic. They result from 
a diseased system, and should be given a 
chance to make a decent living by work.” 


DRAMATIC DEATH OF VETERAN. 


Points to Vacant Chair of Dead Com- 
rade While Making Speech and 
Then Falls Unconscious. 


Carrollton, III., Jan. 17.—Dr. J. B. Hayes, 
aged 63 years, a civil war veteran, died from 
heart trouble, with which he was suddenly 
attacked while attending a G. A. R. ban- 
quet. . 

Dr. Hayes arose to deliver an address, and, 
pointing to a vacant chair, draped in memo 
of J. B. Nolton, who died in 19065, he al- 
luded to the fact that there had not been a 
death in their ranks since Nolton’s death. 

„But,“ he said, the vacant chair is 
victor.” Then he paused and after a few 
seconds sank into his chair. He was car- 
ried home unconscious and later died.

native born agriculturists, who were admit- 
ted to be worth far more, man to man, than 
the ‘colored people could hope to be for gen- 
erations to come. 


Aliens Sought by Planters. 


As a result of this community of intereet 
the movement of peasants, chiefly 


European 
Italians, toward the southern states was 


begun. Steamship lines were induced to 
run direct ships to Charleston, Savannah, 
and the gulf ports. 

The b of immigration here in Wash- 
ington strued the law leniently and the 
southern states were ted to establish 
immigration offices which sent men abroad 
to secure labor. 3 

These Official immigration agents paid the 
passage money in many cases under contract 
with the immigrant that he would repay it 
out of his wages. In doing so they took their 
chances, of course, of a breach of the con- 
tract, but the demand for labor was so great 
that it was thought worth while to proceed 
on this basis. 

It is evident that if the Italian and Slav 
immigrants who were thus suddenly poured 
into the southern states had found condi- 
tions there satisfactory they would have re- 
meined, 

If they had remained they would have 
written home, as newly arrived citizens al- 
ways do, and the result would have been a 
stream of natural immigration to the south 
which would not needed any extraor- 
dinary inducements in the way of payment of 
passage money. . 

Once these people were started toward the 
south they would have kept on in the same 
direction almost indefinitely, With the result 
that the labor supply would have been vastly 
increased and, what is evén more important 
perhaps, the proportion of whites to blacks 
would have risen 3 until the fear of 


negro domination disappeared. 
New Comers Held in Slavery. 


Unfortunately the southern people, in spite 
of their anxiety to sec the labor supply 
which was s0 necessary to their materia] 
progress, were unabie to comprehend the im- 
portant fact that these white Europeans 
could not be treated as they had been accus- 
tomed to treat negroes. 

Laws were passed in some of. the southern 

specifically providing thet an immi- 
grant who failed to stay on a plantation long 
enough fo work out the passage money ad- 
vanced to him, even if that advance had been 
made by the authority of the state itself and 
even if he had been grossly deceived as to 
the character of his employment, should be 
sent to the chain gang as KH he ‘were a crim- 
inal instead of being merely a debtor. 

Some planters were good and some planta- 
tions were desirable places. Other planters 
were bad and employment under them was 
eruel and unusual. 

In many cases life in the turpentine camps 
was shocking in the extreme. The old fash- 
ioned laws of the south and new ones enacted 
for the express purpose of coercing immi- 
grants were brought into play by wicked em- 
ployers. | 

Men who failed to pay what they owed were 
sentenced to labor in chain gangs and they 
were white slaves to all intents and pur- 

Cruelty Stops Tide of Labor. 

This condition of affairs was at once report- 
ed by the different consuls to the European 
governments most interested. The govern- 
ment of Austria+Hungary, after a painstak- 
ing investigation, decided that it preferred 
the slumsof New York to the chain gangs 
of Florida and Mississippi. 

Official notices were therefore posted in 
Austria and in Hungary warning prospective 
emigrants that the home government would 
be unable to protect them if they went into 
the southern states. The result was an al- 
most immediate stoppage of the labor supply 
from that section of Europe. | 

ö oan the Italian government began to be 
in ted with similar complaints from its 
own citizens. 

The department of state was bombarded 
with serious protests and cautious diplomatic 
notices. Representations were made to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Secretary Root that 


Italtan citizens who had left home for what 


they believed to be a land flowing with milk 
and honey were in the chain gangs of the 
south, forced to labor under à taskmaater, 
although the only crime charged against them 
wae an alleged failure to pay their debts to 


the planters who employed them. 


Justice Laughed to Scorn. 


The representations of the Italian ambassa- 
dor, who, it must be remembered, is the man 
whe started this tide of immigration to the 
south, were given prompt attention at the 
department of state. f 

By direction of the president, the attorney 
general inatituted proceedings in half a dosen 
different places in the southern states, and 
the Italian government was requested to 
withhold its bargo until the federal au- 
thorities had time to put an end to this 
peonage, which had grown out of the con- 
tract and labor laws designed to keep negroes 
in order, and not intended for whites at all. 

At first indictsnents were readily secured. 
Convictione were obtained here and there. 
Then public sentiment in the south began to 
rise, and now It is impossible tosecure indict- 
ments on evidence which would convince a 
graven image as to the reasonableness of 
an indictment, although, of course, there is

Might Force Retirement in Spring. 

But to,obviate a general asset currency 
it might be provided that the banks should 
be allowed to issue notes in September, 
October, November, and December, when the 
demands of the harvest and crop moving call 
for ample currency and provide that the 
notes must be redeemed by April, when the 
demand has passed, or if not withdrawn by 
the banks, that the issuing banks shall de- 
posit with the treasury and amount of lawful 
money sufficient to redeem the amount of 
notes outstanding. Or, without arbitrarily 
fixing the date when the notes must be re- 
tired, it might be left to government officials, 
as the secretary of the treasury, the con- 
troker of the treasury, and another official. 
Under this system while the usual money 
pinch comes in the fall, a panic in the sum- 
mer Wicht call upon the treasury officials to 
put tic machinery in motion to increase the 
circulating medium. 

The provision in the Aldrich bill requiring 
coutnry banks to hold 10 per cent of the 
15 per cent reserve required of them in their 
own vaults instead of 6 per cent as at pres- 
ent is unmecessary. While the country 
banks send a part of their reserve cities to 
draw interest, it is well known that they 
are more conservative than city banka and 
that generally their reserve is considerably 
higher than is required. Most of the country 


banks keep more than 10 per cent of their 


reserve in their own vaults at present. 

“There are other provisions of the bill 
which do not meet with the approval of 
many bankers. In my own section 6f the 
country I should say that about one banker 
in four is in favor of the measure, While 
I cannot absolutely predict what will be the

' 
Only One Course Practicable. 

Mr. Talbert said the plan of last year 
probably would be followed. 

“I cannot see what the commission can 
do.“ said he, other than to take steps to ad- 
vance the features of the old Fowler bill, 
which was based on the unanimous recom- 
mendations of the committee of American 
Bankers’ essodiation, made in December, 
1906, after deliberations lasting nearly a 
week, and after consultations with the secre- 
tary of the treasury [Mr. Shaw], the con- 
troller of the ourrency, the, United States 
treasurer, and other government officers, to- 
gether with representatives of the New York 
chamber of commerce, whose committee had 
recently made an exhaustive examination 
of the subject. 

“The question was debated from every 
possible point of view, and the conclusions 
were reached step by step by process of 
elimination and compromise. EXvery clause 
involving the volume of issue, the safety 
of notes, the tax to be levied on them, the 
question of their redemption, their rélation 
to anl effect upon existing issues, and upon 
the value of government bonds, was care- 
fully weighed and tested. 


Strongest Measure Before Public. 

“The efficiency and practicability of the 

whole plan was most carefully considered. 
Having thus at ldmt. reached unanimous 
agreement (a conclusion that in the begin- 
ning seemed hopeless), and being perfectly 
sure that we were on safe ground, we felt 
that an important start had been made. Be- 
ing now supported by the official! approval of 
the plen by the association itself, it is the 
strongest measure of the kind before the 
public. ‘ é 
“If we are to stand fast by our declara- 
tions and fight for principles, I should, with- 
out a moment’s hesitation, choose the Fowler 
plan, indorse it, and work for it. Indeed, it 
is not certain that such a course on the part 
of the currency committee, is not the only 
logical or defensible one. 
“Speaking for myself only, and being 
moved by the single purpose of trying to 
procure some safe and satisfactory legisla- 
tion at this session, I should be willing to 
chance the risk of incurring the assoclation’s 
disapproval and yleld to any reasonable com- 
promise. 

“I am not hidebound in this matter, and 
hold no set theories of any sort. I shal] hold 
fast only to questions of principle. I have no 
pet schemes of taxing notes or fixing time 
limite; will agree to any plan that is safe 
and practicable. 

“To my mind these three essentials are, 
first: Notes must be safe; second, redemp- 
tion must be easy and certain; third, tax 
should be so high as to permit of their gen- 
eral use only in times of panic, and to put 
under suspicion à bank using them at other 
times. . 

It should not be difficult for open minded 
men to agree on these points.“ 

Swinney for Clearing House Issue. 

E. F. Swinney, president of the First Na- 
tional bank of Kansas City, announced he 
would be unAble to attend the meeting of the 
commission. However, he let it be under- 
stood that he favored currency issued under 
the supervision of clearing houses. He said 
he was opposed to the Aldrich bill, as he 
also believed all the western bankers in the 
smaller places were. 

He favored the legalization of clearing 
house certificates, or so-called scrip, because 
of the fact that in Kansas City there was 
issued $750,000 of scrip secured by clearing 
house collateral. It appeared the National 
Bank of Commerce took out the largest 
amount of this scrip, and aithough the bank 
failed, there would be sufficient funds to 
take up all its scrip obligations.

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BRVERIDGE ON PUBLIC NEED 


In Address at Yale Declares Na- 
tion Is Becoming Moral. 


WANTS NEW TRUST LAW. 


Says Sherman Act Does Not Fit Mod- 
ern Business Life. 


New Haven, Conn., Jan. 17.—[{Special.]— 
Senator Beveridge of Indiana tonight de- 
livered an address under the auspices of the 
Forum at Yale university on the“ Meaning 
of the Times,” which, he declared, ls the or- 
ganization of honesty.” 

Senator Beveridge pointed out that we heve 
been so busy with material things, that too 
often development became exploitation; 
trade becafne trickery; government became 
graft.“ We were so concerned with making 
money that we grew careless of the methods 
we used. 

“ When we stopped the robbery of the na- 
tion’s forests, said the senator, the rob- 
bers called it paternalism; when we stopped 
the sale of poisoned food and diseased meats, 
the sellers called it socialism; when. we are 
trying to stop stock juggling, criminal re- 
bates, and the like, the jugglers call it a raid 
on prosperity; when we try to stop govern- 
ment by graft and politics by purchase, those 


who grow rich by graft or get high places by 


purchase callour work interference with pri- 

vate affairs in one case and assault upon re- 

spectability in the other case.“ . 
Honest Reforms Injure No One. 

‘Yet nobody has been hurt, he pointed out, 
353 ot these things as we already have 
done, but everybody has been helped.

He declared that the Sherman law, passed 
eighteen years ago, is antiquated, and does 
not fit in with present business needa. It 
should be amended so as to punish only 
“unreasonable ’’ combinations. “All stu- 
dents now know the big businesses called 
‘trusts’ are necessary, and that trade can 
hardly be carried on without certain rafl- 
road and business combinations. The law 
must be changed to permit these when they 
are reasonable and honest.” | 

Senator Beveridge said we must have a law, 
that will stop watering Stocks; national con- 
trol of railways; modern labor legislation; 
and our forests, streams, and mineral re- 
sources must be presetved. 


„All of this is the, statesmanship of on- 


struction,” he concluded, not of deéstruc- 
tion. The whole movement is the evolution 
of the people's conscience, not the revolution 
of the le’s industry.

This is shabby, indeed! 1 turn for comfort 
to the thought of good Anne Radcliffe, who, 
not finding it consistent with the purposes 
of art to explain all of the mysteries of 
“ Udolpho” in the text, supplied an elab- 
orate addendum for the express purpose 
of so doing.

And there, if you please, wasconviction. If 
Mrs. Radcliffe induced her readers to shiver, 
she had sincerely set the example by first 
shivering herself. .

BUSINESS MENTION. 
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la of Standard Company 
Defends Smoke“ Entries. 


SAYS “EVIL” IS NECESSARY. 


Claims Janitors and Others Must Be 
‘‘Induced to Purchase.“ 


That modern “big business” in many 
lines results from the adoption of the “ tip- 
ping system and that tips were recog- 
nized among the legitimate business ex- 
penses was the statement made yesterday by 
Michael C. O’Donnell, secretary of the Stand- 
ard Washed Coal company. He made the as- 
sertion in replying to sensational charges ina 
bill for an accounting filed in the Circuit 
court Thursday by James A. Bingham, a 
heavy stockholder in the company. 


Mr. Bingham charged, among other things, 


that Willlam T. Delihant, president of the 
e-mpany, and Secretary O’Donnell ‘have 
used thousande of dollars of the company’s 
money to bribe certain city smoke inspec- 
tors or subordinates. This was to induce 
them to refrain from prosecuting customers 
of the coal company for violation of the 
smoke ordinance. He also alleged that 
Delthant and Michael C. O'Donnell caused 
to be credited to themselves under the name 
of “extra commissions” large sums of 

purporting to have been paid by them 
to janitors and other representatives of pur- 
chasers as bribes to purchase coal from the 
Standard Washed Coal company. 

Says “Tipping” Is Imperative. 

“ We have made such inducements to jan!i- 
tors, engineers, and agents to purchase their 
coal of us, admitted Mr. O'Donnell. But 
it is necessary in close competition and is no 
more than is done in many other businesses. 
It is the same system of ‘ tipping which we 
all practice every day of our lives. If you 
want to get good, quick service in a café or 
barber shop you tip the waiter or the barber. 
If you want to be taken care of half decently 
in a Pullman sleeper you tip the porter or the 
conductor. 

“ Bo if you want to get the business in our 
line, even though your price is as low as that 
of any other dealer, you have got to tip the 
man who buys the coal. It is tbe same in the 
harness business, when the groom buys goods 
he gets his tip from the dealer. They all de- 
mand it and look for itt, and if you don't give 
the tips your company doesn’t get the busi- 
ness. But the,aggregate amount given out 
In this way doesn't come anywhere near Mr. 
Bingham's charge that many thousands of 
dollars are thus expended.”’ 

Tells of Paying Big Fine. 

In reply to the further charge of Mr. Bing- 
ham that Delihant and O'Donnell “ caused to 
be entered thousands of dollars, under the 
designation of ‘smoke,’ which your orator 
believes was paid to the smoke inspector of 
the city of Chicago or some subordinate offi- 
cer as a bribe,“ Mr. O'Donnell gave a specific 
instance in proof of his claim that the money 
was expended in payment of fines levied upon 
large customers for violation of the ordi- 
nance. 

We are furnishing the coal for a big State 
street store,“ he said, and only last week 
it was finéd $200 for violation of the ordi- 
nance. We reached a compromise whereby 
the Standard Washed Coal company paid 
half of the fine. We have to do this to keep 
our business, but I don’t believe the amount 
expended annually in this way runs much 
over $1,000. That doesn’t look much like the 
‘many thousands of dollars in Mr. Bing- 
ham’s bill.“ 

Didn't Mean It All.“ 


| 


Mr. Bingham left Chicago during the day, 
but his attorneys, Steere, Williams & Steere, 
explained the bill and toned down the effect 
of some of the charges. 

Certain allegations and charges are nec- 
essary in a bill of this kind to get an account- 
ing in court,“ said Mr. Steere. ‘‘ Mr. Bing- 
ham does not mean entirely to accuse the 
smoke inspector, or his subordinates, of tak- 
ing bribes, and the bill does not so specifically 
charge them. But we want to know just 
what the item “Smoke” means, and how 
much was expended. For the same purpose 
the general term thousands of dollars was 

to foree the company to produce its 
books in court.“ 

John C. Schubert, former chief smoke in- 
spector, during the day repeated his assertion 
that the charges of bribery made by Mr. 
Bingham were absurd. 


COURT FREES 19 LUMBERMEN. 


Demurrers to Indictments in “Little 
Black Book“ Cases Sustained by 
Judge Lochren. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 17.—Demurrers to 
indictments against nineteen prominent lum- 
bermen charging conspiracy to defraud were 
upheld in the federal District court today by 
Judge William Lochren. The indictments 
were based upon the issuance of the so-called 
Little Black Book.“ Judge Lochren heard 
counsel for but one of the indicted lumber- 
men and upheld the demurrers, which ends 
the prosecution.
